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O  R  D  E  R

SouthEast Telephone, Inc. (“SouthEast”) has notified the Commission that it 

wishes to withdraw its motion to compel in this proceeding and further requests that this 

docket be closed with prejudice.  The Commission will treat SouthEast’s letter as a 

motion to withdraw.

Based on the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission 

finds that good cause exists to grant SouthEast’s motion and to allow the above-

referenced complaint to be withdrawn.  The Commission further finds that, in light of our 

action today, any motions in this proceeding that have yet to be addressed are rendered 

moot and, therefore, should be denied.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. SouthEast’s motion is granted and this case is dismissed with prejudice 

and shall be removed from the Commission’s docket.

2. All motions in this proceeding that have yet to be addressed are denied as 

moot.
